3» Upon receiving notification of this development, a. meeting 
was held "between ^ and jT J on 3 January at which the following 
was brought out:

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d Target date for resumption of B jela Legia ■broadcasts 
is to be L5 January, dependent on resets of meeting to be held between 
ZACACTUS/Bjela Legia representatives on 7 January. 

If. To implement the above C ^ requested a meeting be ajTanged 
between himself, SLAA, SLAB and an interpreter, to take place in Salzburg 
on 7 January.
